Veto of Kerr Bill 


Leads to Some 


Ominous Conclusions 


In an editorial April 5 I analyzed 


the Kerr bill which proposed 
to 


JH'ohibit federal regulation of 
the 


price of natural gas produced by 
independent companies throughout 
the South and Southwest, which 
bill had passed both houses of the 
congress and was then on Presi- 
dent Truman's desk for signature 
or veto. 


I pointed out that the big cities 


were fighting the bill, as evidenced 
by the protests of Frank Edwards, 
r,a<dio newscaster for the American 
federation of Labor, and 
other 


.spokesmen for the centers of pop- 
ulation. 
It 
was 
their 
view, 


apparently, that the price of nat- 
ural gas delivered to the big cities 
was more important than assur- 
ance of its continued 
production 


out in the remote 
areas 
from 


which natural gas comes. 


And I reported on April 5 that 


it appeared likely 
Mr. 


would for once listen to 


Truman 
justice, 


give 
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jjuit playing politics, 
and 


«ie producing acreas that 
which 


is due them — the right to con- 
tinue to conduct their business un- 
der the natural laws of supply and 
demand. 


But I was mistaken. 
Saturday 


night Mr. Truman 
vetoed 
the 


Kerr bill. He said: 


"After careful analysis and full 


consideration I believe that such 
an action (adoption of the 
Kerr 


J?U1) would not be in the national 
interest." 
" But the Kerr bill was 
drafted 


by a nationally-known Democrat, 
Senator Kerr of Oklahoma, 
who 


keynoted the Democratic National 
Convention of 1944. 


It was sponsored in the House 


of Representatives by Rep. Orcn 
Harris of our own Seventh 
Ar- 


kansas District, was supported by 
the entire Arkansas delegation;-by 
Governor Sid- McMath, and 
by 


•^he oil and gas industry of Ar- 
xansas, Texas, Louisiana, and the 
South and Southwest generally.

Now we have the veto of the 


Kerr bill as an actually accom- 
plished step — to guarantee cheap 
natural gas to the big cities re- 
gardless what happens to 
capital 


and labor out in 
the 
sparsely- 


settled 
areas where 
gas 
is 


ifound. 


Of the veto of his bill, Senator 


Kerr himself suid: 


"Time will prove that the con- 


suming areas which 
want 
and 


need abundant supplies of natural 
gas will receive less gas and at 
higher prices than would 
have 


been the situation if the bill had 
been approved."

Washington, April 17 —OB— Sen- 


ator Fulbright (D-Ark) d o e sn't 
want a proposed $11,100,000 RFC 
loan to the Texmass p e troleum 
corporation made until his sen- 
ate subcommittee can inquire fur- 
ther into its legality. 


The banking subcommittee, of 


which Fulbright is chairman, will 
question reconstruction f i n a n c e 
corporation o f f i c i als next week 
about the matter. 


But the subcommittee "will be 


concerned if RFC officials hasten 
a disbursement of public funds with 
respect to which the question of 
legality has been raised," the Ar- 
kansas senator said in a statement 
yesterday.

New BloodTest Is 98.6 Per 
Cent Accurate in Detecting 
the Presence of Cancer 


Atlantic City. N. J.. April 17 — 


A new blood test is 98.6 per 


cent accurate in detecting the pres- 
ence of cancer, four researchers 
have reported. 


The test is one of a half dozen 


new ones, all based on finding that 
cancer does something to human 
blood. 


The hope is that this test, or one 


of the others, will help solve 'one 
of the most serious problems in 
luman cancer. 
This problem is 


inding the ' people with 
cancer 


early enough to cure them by sur- 
gery or X-rays, the two standard 
cures now. 


The new test was described yes- 


erday to the American 
Associa- 


ion for Cancer 
Research by a 


earn of four scientists from the' 
University of California at Los An* 
;eles and the veterans adminis* 
ration hospital in Los 
Angeles; 


They are Drs. H. S. Pe n, George 
~ Hall, A. H. Powdy and A. W. 
Bellamy. 


The test mixes human blood ser- 


um with an extract from the liv- 
ers of people who had cancer. The 
est indicates cancer if solid parti- 
cles from and the cloudy solution 
becomes clear. 


It was tested on 4,500 people, it 


was known that 830 of them 
had 


proved cancer. The test said "yes" 
on 98.6 per cent of them. 


In this group, nearly 1.000 per- 


sons apparently were healthy. The 
test indicated cancer, 
m a y b e 


wrongly, in only five of them. It 
still is not known whether of any 
of these five may have cancers not 
detectable by other tests.

Truman Hailed 
for His Veto 
of Gas Bill 


Washington, April 
17 — (ff) 
— 


An applauding wing of his party 
prepared a champion-of-the'people 
campaign role for President Tru- 
man today on the strength of his 
veto of the Kerr natural gas bill. 


Mr. .Truman killed the bill /Sat- 


urday 'Jlt^an action'critics lab,enid 
as "purely political" and support- 
ers said was "sound and timely. 


The measure would have pre- 


vented the federal power commis- 
sion from regulating the sales of 
natural gas by so-called independ 
ents, who produce 80 per cent of 
the product but don't operate pipe- 
lines. 


Congress approved the bill de 


spite charges by opponents that it 
would pave the 
way for an in- 


crease in the price of gas to con- 
sumers. While its' proponents 
de- 


nied this vigorously, Mr. Truman 
made 
clear that was 
on his 


mind when he sent the bill back 
to congress labeled "not in the 
public interest." 


Unless the independents are sub- 


ject to federal regulation, the Pres- 
ident said, "there is a clear pos- 
sibility that competition will not 
be effective, at least in some case 
in holding prices to 
reasonable 
levels." 


Senator Douglas (D-I11), one of 


the measure's chief opponents, put 
into words the

Democrats who want Mr. Truman 
to array himself as a champion oi 
the little fellow in this year's cam- 
paign for control of congress.

A-bomb as a detonator. 


3. If an H-bomb were 
worked 


out—and a person were able to dig 
a hole of "unimaginable size and 
depth in the earth" and assemble 
enough hydrogen material in it — 
it might be possible 
to 
tear 
a 


moon-sized chunk out of the earth. 


The scientists later told a report- 


er that this example was just an 
"oratorical exaggeration" to press 
home the point that there's 
no 


theoretical limitation on the size of 
an H-bomb. He said the "practical 
limitations are so enormous as to 
be insuperable." 


The scientists stated that any- 


thing he said was based on pub- 
lished literature and not any any 
inffonnation supplied by the AEC. 


When a reporter wanted to know 


what literature, the scientist listed 
a weekly news magazine (Time), 
a monthly magazine 
<S c i entific 


American) and an article in the 
United Nations World. 


The AEC declined to confirm or 


deny any of the statements made 
by its staff scientist. 


After the commission sent * out 


its keep-mum request to its work- 
ers, a reporter asked whether the 
scientist's talk had b r o u g h t it 
about. 


No, said the AEC — "the request 


would have been sent out whether 
c, not he had made <rhe talk."

Vatican City, April 17 — (/P) — 


The Vatican press office denied to- 
day that the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy of Poland has 
signed 
an 


agreement with the 
Polish Com 


munist government. Warsaw 
an- 


nounced such a pact Saturday. 


A 
Vatican press 
office state- 


ment said "nothing is known here 
of any such agreement. The cir- 
cumstances and contents of the ac- 
cord in question (as reported 
in 


Warsaw dispatches) preclude any 
foundation to the news." 


Vatican sources pointed out that 


the accord was 
announced 
after 


Poland's leading Catholic prelate, 
Adam 
Stefan Cardinal Supicha, 


had left the country. The cardinal, 
now in Rome, declined comment 
on 
reports 
of a Polish church- 


b'tate accord. 


A high Vatican source said 
if 


such a pact 
had 
been 
promul- 


gated, it would indicate that 
the 


Polish government had laid down 
a "way of death" for the church 
then;. This source, who holds the 
title of canonical consultant of the 
pre-war Polish 
embassy 
at

Holy See, questioned whether Calh-

economic crisis 
and 
rising 
Red 


pressure. The big question: What, 
if anything, can America do? 


No on-the-spot study 
has 
been 


decided upon yet, it was said. How- 
ever, Secretary of State Acheson 
is reported deeply concerned over 
the Iranian situation and has as- 
signed it a high priority 
among 


the urgent problems under depart- 
ment consideration. 


The situation is complicated by 


the fact that 
Iran, along w i th 


Greece and Turkey, is on the front 
line of the cold war in the oil- 
rich Middle East. It is under con- 
stant Russian 
propaganda 
pres- 


sure from the 
outside 
while 
a 


Communist 
political 
group, 
the 


Tudeh party, is 
gaining strength 


inside. 


For many months, the state de- 


partment had considered that con- 
ditions in Iran were stable and the 
country need not be a source of 
major worry to American cold war 
strategists. That

to change about the first of the 
year, when a series of alarming 
reports began pouring in to Ache- 
son from the American ambassa- 
dor to Tehran, John C. Wiley.
